‘Phantom’ 
Gun Wielder 


Sniper Terrorized 
Women In Detroit 
Since Christmas 


DETROIT (JV—A phantom gun­ 
man whose nighttime sniping ter­ 
rorized women in suburban north 
Detroit since Christmas broke out 
In a wild shooting spree Thursday 
night blazing a trail through four 
communities. 
Prowling the area in a car, the 
trigger-happy sniper wounded two 
girls, fired on women standing in 
bus stops and peppered cars and 
homes with .22-caliber rifle shots. 
Two hours after the first shot 
was fired, police nabbed Gary 
Addison Taylor, 20, of suburban 
Southfield Township. He was cor 
nered after a wild hide-and-seek 
police car chase that led down 
side streets and alleys. 
Oakland County Asst. Prosecu­ 
tor William Lang said Taylor told 
him he was the phantom sniper. 
Lang quoted Taylor as saying, 
*T just had an urge to shoot at 
women.” 
Lang said Taylor, 
a factory 
worker, appeared to be a mild­ 
mannered, ghy youth. 
He was held without charge. 
Thursday night’s outbreak began 
when Shirley Eland, 19, was shot 
In the shoulder as she stepped on­ 
to the porch of her home in Bloom­ 
field Hills about 20 miles north of 
Detroit. She was not seriously 
hurt.

h e a d e d 
through southern Oakland County 
toward Detroit. 
A bullet was fired from a pass­ 
ing car at two women standing in 
a Royal Oak bus stop. The shot 
went between them, piercing the 
cloth of both their coats. 
Five minutes later a shot zinged 
through the rear of a station 
wagon about three blocks south 
of the bus stop. 
In the next 30 minutes shots 
were reported by an 18-year-old 
girl who was fired on but not hit, 
by four home owners whose win­ 
dows were shattered, and by Vin­ 
cent McCarthy, whose 11-year-old 
daughter Carol Ann was hit. The 
bullet grazed her cheek as she sat 
on a sofa in the living room of her 
home. 
The sniper first struck the night 
of Dec. 22 when he shot a girl in 
the back. She was not serously 
injured. 
The sniping was sporadic after 
that. Most of the targets were 
women.

WASHINGTON tfV-Sen. Barrett 
(R-Wyo) said today oil industry 
spokesmen may be able to “make 
a showing” for price increases 
wholly aside from effects of the 
Suez Canal closing. 
Some members of Congress and 
others have accused the oil indus­ 
try of price gouging in the wake 
of stepped-up demands for oil to 
be shipped to Europe. There have 
been suggestions for government 
action if the oil firms don’t roll 
back their prices. 
But Barrett told a newsman he 
wanted to hear the industry’s side 
before reaching a conclusion. 
He is participating in a Joint 
Senate Antimonopoly Public Lands 
subcommittee inquiry into recent 
fuel oil and gasoline price boosts, 
and operation of the emergency 
oil-for-Europe program sponsored 
by the government. 
He said testimony yet to be 
presented might show that rising 
costs, unrelated to the Suez crisis, 
justified a hike in oil prices. Since 
early January crude oil prices 
have been boosted 35 cents a bar­ 
rel and gasoline a cent a gallon. 
In the House Thursday, Rep. 
Ikard (D-Tex) said the crude oil 
price increase was “necessitated 
and justified by spiraling costs,” 
mainly for sfeel and labor. 
The Senate investigation, under 
the chairmanship of Sen. O’Ma- 
honey (D-Wyo), is in recess until 
Tuesday, when spokesmen for the 
independent petroleum producers 
will testify. 
Meantime, plans for a separate 
investigation by a five-member 
Senate Commerce subcommittee 
were announced by Sen. Magnu- 
son (D-Wash), chairman of the 
full committee. Sen. Pastore (D- 
RI) will head the probe, due to 
start shortly. 
At Thursday’s hearing before 
the joint subcommittees, Sen. Ke- 
fauver (D-Tenn) took government 
officials to task on grounds they 
did not seek to prevent price in 
creases last fall in negotiating 
with major American oil com­ 
panies for the emergency oil lift 
to Europe. 
Read at the hearing were min 
utes of a meeting in Washington 
last Sept. 19 of the Middle East 
Emergency Committee. This rec­ 
ord showed the oil companies pre 
dieted that closing of the Suez 
Canal would exert “serious up 
ward p r e s s u r e ” on petroleum 
prices.

Prisoners 
classified Ross a n d 
Straus as “stool pigeons.” 
Comparative peace returned to 
the penitentiary as shotgun-armed 
guards herded straggling inmates 
back into their cells and locked 
them up.

munist expansion in the Middle 
East. 
5. Possibly, an expression of

Saudi Arabia is feeling the pinch 
of the canal closure on its 300 
million dollar a year oil royalties. 
Saud buys his guns, tanks and 
planes from the United States 
now. He is understood to have as­ 
sured Eisenhower he wants to 
keep on doing that, and also to 
get free U.S. weapons without 
having to sign a treaty which 
would put American technicians 
in control of such weapons. 
Saud's deputy foreign minister

Stratton Residents 


A bill has been introduced in 
Congress by Rep. Wayne L. Hays 
of the 18th District to authorize 
payment to residents of the area 
near the new Stratton super-dam 
for losses sustained by lowering of 
water in their wells due to the 
construction work. 
Compensation proposed by the

Rep. Hays said claims for losses 
would be submitted to the Secre­ 
tary of the Army, though the Chief 
of Engineers, in a manner pre­ 
scribed by the secretary.

With the party slates complete, one of the 
most interesting and certainly one of the most 
decisive primary elections in years is shaping 
up for East Liverpool voters. Hotly - contested 
races are in prospect for major offices on both 
tickets. 
Of greatest importance, however, is the fact 
that the voters, if they so desire, will have an 
opportunity to make a complete break with the 
administrations — Republican and Democratic 
alike — which have been directing municipal 
affairs for the last 20 years or so.

But change doesn’t come without a fight — a 
hard fight. Those who want new leadership must 
not forget that there are many who feel things 
should remain as they are. And the latter will 
be fighting just as hard — and perhaps harder — 
than the former. 
lf a change is to come, the effort must begin 
now — not a day or two before the May 7 
primary. A well-coordinated, hard-driving cam­ 
paign will be necessary if new leadership is to 
take its first step toward the City Hall.

There are fresh signs of acceptance of things 
in this world that Americans cannot change 
by 
indignation, 
resolutions 
and 
even 
their 
wealth. 
Some of the signs have become visible dur­ 
ing the official visit of King Saud of Saudi 
Arabia. One of the most important has been 
a strong reaction from Mayor Wagner’s deci­ 
sion to interfere with foreign policy in pursuit 
of short-range political gains when King Saud 
landed in New York City. 
The mayor’s disparaging remarks, it has been 
pointed out. had no bearing on the business at 
hand, which was to give a spokesman for the 
Arab bloc a chance to explore terms of settle­ 
ment in the Middle East. 
There can be no settlement unless animosities 
in that part of the world can be restrained, not 
inflamed. If the Jews and the Arabs see their 
bitterness reflected in the country trying to ne­ 
gotiate peace between them, they cannot be 
blamed for wondering about American sincer­ 
ity. 
Americans do not believe in monarchy, yet 
they get along with Britain. They have sub­ 
stantial differences of opinion with many na­ 
tions, yet they subdue their differences for the 
sake of living and letting live in a world that 
never can be molded in one standard pattern. 
Tolerance and support are not the same thing. 
Nor are tolerance and acceptance the same 
thing. It is dawning on many American minds 
that this country must tolerate many things 
that cannot be accepted here; that the United 
States must tolerate practices and attitudes it 
cannot support.

When it has dawned on enough Americans 
that the price of world leadership is repression 
of snap judgments and moral allergies, the 
United States will be in better shape for its 
20th century destiny.

It relates to a possible re­ 
quirement that only l i m i t e d 
amounts of money may be placed 
in a party treasury or in the 
hands of an

The whole theory behind the Fed­ 
eral Corrupt Practices Act is that 
organized effort may be regulated 
only if it be used for some corrupt 
or illicit purpose. But the courts 
in the last few years have told the 
Department of Justice it could not 
invoke the Federal Corrupt Prac­ 
tices Act to prosecute a labor 
union in Michigan that was financ­ 
ing 
a 
television 
program 
on 
which speakers favorable to its 
viewpoint appeared during an elec­ 
tion campaign. 
While it is 
true, 
of 
course, 
that corporations and unions are 
by law forbidden to make 
any 
campaign contributions, this can­ 
not prevent union members or 
corporation stockholders from act­ 
ing as ind;viduals outside t h e 
unions or corporations. 
Some form of regulation — such 
as disclosure of funds contributed 
by anyone — can be valid with* 
out in any way altering the right 
of the individual to give as much 
money as he pleases to the cause 
in which he believes. 


IT IS* ONE Thing to require 
publicity for campaign contribu­ 
tions and a different and doubt­ 
ful procedure to try to limit by law 
the size of the contribution. 
The same Constitution which per­ 
mits a law to say that a founda­ 
tion may spend tax-free income de­ 
rived from philanthropic bequests 
and use millions of dollars a year 
to influence public opinion on any 
cause, ranging from socialism and 
theoretical communism to an es­ 
pousal of the free-enterprise sys­ 
tem, can be invoked by any citi­ 
zen to safeguard his freedom of 
speech when he spends money as 
an individual in a political cam­ 
paign. 
If Congress could say, for ex­ 
ample, that not more than $500 or 
$5,000 may be spent to elect a 
candidate for public 
office, 
it 
could 
constitutionally 
say 
also 
what sums may be expended by 
the citizen for any purpose related 
to the selection of a nominee for 
* office. 
The citizen might then be for­ 
bidden to use his automobile to 
transport persons to the polls, as 
this would be a “contribution.” 
He might be prohibited from let­ 
ting his home be used as a meet­ 
ing place or from serving any 
refreshments to his guests if they 
talked about 
the 
current 
cam­ 
paign. 
The word “contribution” is de­ 
fined by present law as “ anything 
of value,” yet corporate employes 
and union members continue to 
draw their regular salaries while

Grapevine To Trouble 
Utah State Prison administrators have prom­ 
ised to consider 43 complaints by inmates as the 
price of calling off a 12-hour prison riot. Prison 
grapevines now will spread the news from 
Utah. 
This.was what might be called an "easy not.” 
No one was killed. There was no extensive 
property damage. The militia did not have to 
be turned out. Utah taxpayers were let off 
easy. But the riot was a success. 
The question in the wake of this riot is the 
same as the question in the wake of more ser­ 
ious and costlier riots in the last few years: 
Is rioting the only way desperate inmates of a 
prison can command attention for grievances 
intolerable enough to make them welcome an 
outbreak of violence? 
Every prison has problems. But not every 
prison has riots. Is the difference accounted 
for by the fact that some administrators have 
learned how to relieve the pressure on desper­ 
ate men living behind bars while others mere­ 
ly increase the pressure until there is an ex­ 
plosion?

THE SUPREME COURT in 1948 
moreover, upheld the right of a 
union to publish and distribute 
its own 
newspaper 
and 
insert 
political messages therein. T h e 
court refused to ban this expendi­ 
ture of funds as illegal. Yet when 
a corporation publishes a message 
giving its views on public ques­ 
tions, it is improperly subjected to 
criticism. 
The Bill of Rights of the Consti­ 
tution protects freedom of speech. 
Under it, any man has a right 
to advocate any cause during or 
before any campaign. 
Expenditures may be made by 
the individual for any purpose ex­ 
cept to impinge on the rights of 
other voters or to participate in 
any kind of fraud or deception. 
It is constitutional to prohibit 
anyone from attempting to bribe 
or unduly influence a candidate for 
public office in order to obtain 
some personal favor or beneficial 
action by sqch individual when 
elected but it is hard to see how 
a citizen who spends his money 
to help elect someone and doesn’t 
ask a thing for himself can be 
told he can spend only a specified 
sum. 


BROADLY SPEAKING, Congress 
has the right to control federal 
elections, though for years there 
were legal doubts as to whether 
federal laws could regulate expen­ 
ditures in pnm ary contests for 
federal office. 
Certainly there is no federal 
right to control the spending of 
individuals for local purposes—for 
county or state candidates. How, 
for instance, can a political com­ 
mittee which is set up to help 
both state 
and 
federal 
candi­ 
dates be required to separate ex­ 
actly how much it is spending for 
each when it erects a banner or 
slime other big sign on the high­ 
way which says 
merely 
“Vote 
Democratic” or ‘‘Vote 
Republi­ 
can” ? 
The subject of limiting campaign 
contributions has been up again 
and again for consideration 
by 
Congress. E ver/ now and then — 
as happened last week — there is 
issued a report by a congressional 
committee pointing with criticism 
to the large amounts of money 
contributed to political parties by 
such barriers built right into the 
various individuals and families 
with wealth. 
All the money, however, con­ 
tributed by the very rich is small 
in proportion to the total 
sum 
collected. 


THE INFERENCE that the rich 
get something out .of it that no­ 
body else does or that there is 
something wrong with large con­ 
tributions, is derived from past 
evidence of a l l e g e d irregular­ 
ities. 
Congress, of course, can still re­ 
fuse to admit to membership any­ 
one for whom an excessive amount, 
was spent or anyone who him­ 
self has been engaged in wrong­ 
ful practices to secure an election 
victory. 
To declare, on the other hand, 
that an individual can be limited 
in what he contributes when it is 
spent for a lawful purpose and 
without any connection with any 
bribe or improper influence, is to 
say that the individual can 
be 
prevented by law from spending 
his money for a cause that seems 
worthy to him. 
There is nothing in the Consti­ 
tution which says the citizen can 
be deprived of such a civil right.

A View On Foreign Aid

“It seems perfectly 
legitimate 
to discuss the dimensions of our 
aid programs, so long as we don’t 
try to reduce them; the benefici­ 
aries of the programs, so long as 
we don’t raise questions as to their 
politics or performance and the 
methods of providing aid, so long 
as we don’t injure the finer sensi­ 
bilities of the recipients. 
“To go beyond that is to invite 
castigation as a heretic, a reac­ 
tionary. or worse yet, an isola­ 
tionist.” 
It was with this challenging in­ 
troduction that an American busi­ 
nessman of 
recognized 
capacity 
and of proved compassionate in­ 
stincts 
recently 
examined 
the 
fundamental premises of our ex­ 
penditures of some 55 billion dol­ 
lars to date. The 
speaker 
was 
H. W. Balgooyen, executive vice 
president of the 
American 
and 
Foreign Power Company. 


AMONG THE VARIOUS reasons 
offered in support of foreign econ­ 
omic aid, two named by Mr. Bal­ 
gooyen stand out. They are. 
“We must build up the econ­ 
omic and social “infrastructure” 
of the underdeveloped countries, 
so that a base will be provided 
for investment, capital formation 
and trade. 
• “We must help these countries 
to improve the standard of living 
of their people, so that they will 
be 
m o r e 
resistant 
to 
com­ 
munism.”^ 
As for the first of these, it is 
necessary to define the egg-head 
word “infrastructure.” It means 
“schools, 
hospitals, 
roads, 
and 
sewers,” and also, as interpret­ 
ed by extreme collectivists, “pub­ 
lic utilities, railroads, steel mills, 
and oil wells.” 
There is a very strong feeling 
among the people at the United 
Nations, including Americans, that 
this sort of thing should not be 
done by the United States at all, 
but through (with our money, of 
course) 
the 
SUNFED 
(Special 
United Nations Fund for Econom­ 
ic Development). 
Mr. Balgooyen admits that in 
the first of the categories above 
there is a limited field for extend­ 
ing aid on humanitarian grounds. 
These extensions of aid, however, 
should in the main be to meet 
emergencies and they should be 
given without the implication that 
we do it in our self-interest or 
that we expect to be repaid with 
gratitude or friendship. 


THE LATTER category should 
' be left to private enterprise and the 
concern of our government'should 
be to encourage the creation of 


conditions that will make the in­ 
flow of private capital possible. 
But, says Mr. Balgooyen, 
the 
most seductive reason given for 
extending economic aid is that if 
the standard of living of foreign 
populations can be raised, 
they 
will be better able to resist the 
blandishments of communism. 
Of this, Mr. Balgooyen says: 
“No doubt, this will mark me 
aa a real heretic, but I believe 
it would be 
worthwhile 
to 
re­ 
examine one of the major prem­

Firm In Tennessee 
Cites Poor Outlook 


H. W. Kibler, chairman, said 
the Board of Directors of Southern 
Potteries, Inc., of Erwin, Tenn., 
Thursday completed details to liq­ 
uidate the concern, as voted by 
stockholders at a meeting Jan. 
29. 
Kibler said the dinnerware firm 
is solvent, has a backlog of or­ 
ders but the owners decided to get 
out of the business “because it 
doesn’t look so good.” 
Southern Potteries has had as 
much as $4,500,000 gross business 
annually in the past but worked 
on a reduced schedule during 1956, 
operating three or four days week­ 
ly.

He added foreign competition 
has a lot to do with it bu* “there 
are other factors.” 
He described the company’s fi­ 
nancial position as “very solvent” 
but said the liquidation will go 
ahead as scheduled and as quick­ 
ly and as economically as possible.

New Records 
Set In’56 By 
Ohio Power 


Gross Revenues 
Top $100 Million 
For First Time 


CANTON — The Ohio Power Co. 
in 1956 experienced a year of new 
achievements, all - time records 
and unprecedented performances 
in virtually all phases of its busi 
ness. 
The annual report shows that for 
the first time in its history Ohio 
Power’s gross revenues exceedec 
the $100 million mark, with a to 
tai of $100,922,000. 
Approximately 70 per cent of 
these revenues came from the 
company’s industrial and residen­ 
tial customers. Heavy power-con- 
suming industries in Ohio Power’s 
53-county service territory u s e d 
more 
than 
4 V4-billion 
kilowatt 
hours of energy in 1956 for more 
than 39 per cent of the total gross 
income. 
Residential and rural customers 
produced nearly 31 per cent of the 
total gross income by purchasing 
a total of 2 billion kilowatt hours 
of electricity in 1956. Both the to­ 
tal energy sales and gross income 
figures are record amounts for the 
company. 
Virtually all other energy sales 
classifications also purchased re 
cord amounts of power. T o t a l 
company - wide power sales reach­ 
ed the all-time high of 7,676,000,000 
kilowatt hours. 
Meanwhile, the largest revenue 
deduction last year was in the 
category of payroll, pensions, in­ 
surances and medical coverage, 
that total being nearly $23 million. 
Close behind was the amount of 
federal, state and local taxes paid 
by the company, $21,781,000, more 
than 20 per cent of the total gross 
revenue.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (J) — Retail 
sales in Ohio for 1956 were frac­ 
tionally under 1955 volume, the bu­ 
reau of business research at Ohio! 
State University reported today. 
The bureau said the largest de- j 
cline in sales was experienced by 
motor vehicle dealers. Sales were 
down 12 per cent for the auto 
dealers. 
However, the bureau said, 15 
businesses reported sales increas­ 
es in 1956. Heating and plumbing 
equipment, up 16 per cent, showed 
the largest gain. 
O t h e r substantial 
increases I 
were; 
Combination stores with grocer­ 
ies and meats, 6 per cent; drug; 
stores, 5 per cent, and florists, 4 
per cent.

That’s the word from lawmak­ 
ers who recently conferred with 
Ohio’s new Republican governor, 
C. William O’Neill. 
O’Neill is headman in an all- 
Republican statehouse. Five ad­ 
ministration bills will be sent to 
the GOP-dominated General As­ 
sembly next week. 
Their arrival will be the signal 
for serious work. 
Lawmakers report O’Neill ap­ 
parently has enough of his per­ 
sonnel problems solved to let him 
turn at least part of his attention 
to his legislative program. And 
all indications confirm earlier es­ 
timates of most statehouse observ­ 
ers that the list of new laws 
O’Neill wants is relatively short. 
O’Neill plans to huddle at least 
once a week with legislative lead­ 


ers from now on, possibly more 
often if the situation warrants. 
One administration bill due next 
week, leaders expect, is a meas­ 
ure to give the highway director 
authority to hire outside help to 
buy highway right - of - way. The 
director now has authority to hire 
outside appraisers and engineers. 
O’Neill describes actual right-of- 
way purchasing as one of the high­ 
way department’s big bottlenecks. 
The lawmakers went home for 
the weekend at noon Thursday aft­ 
er introducing only ll bills, bring 
ing the session total to 380. 
More than 1,300 bills were offer­ 
ed in 1955. 
Sen. Robert R. Shaw (R-Frank- 
lin) introduced a bill Thursday 
that appears sure to set off some 
fireworks. 
He proposes to 
bar 
labor unions with union-shop con­ 
tracts from using any of their 
dues money for political purposes. 
It is similar to a bill by Rep. 
Elton 
Kile 
(R-Madison) 
which 
caused quite a ruckus in the 1955 
session before it was shelved. 
Said Secretary-Treasurer John 
R. Rooney of the Ohio CIO Coun­ 
cil: 
“Of course we are opposed to 
it.” 
Rooney added he believes the 
Shaw proposal is unconstitutional. 
The Shaw bill doesn’t mention 
labor unions. It says: 
“The use for political purposes 
of dues of members of any asso­ 
ciation, membership in which is 
required as a condition of con­ 
tinued employment by another in 
this state, is unlawful.” 
Youngstown’s 
two 
Democratic 
senators, Charles J. Carney and 
Stephen R. Olenick, proposed crea­ 
tion of an Ohio atomic energy 
commission to license persons and 
firms dealing in nuclear materials. 
They said their proposal does not 
conflict with present federal regu­ 
lations. The bill creates a co­ 
ordinator post at $10,000 a year.

Astronomer 
Reports Seeing 
6Canals’ On Mars 


SAN FRANCISCO WI — Some- 
thing new on Mars—a network of 
irregular 
blue 
lines 
running 
through 
the 
bright 
red 
desert 
areas of the planet — is reported 
by a California astronomer. 
They were seen fleetingly by 
Dr. Robert S. Richardson through 
the M t.’ Wilson 60-inch telescope 
June 3, 1956. 
The crooked blue lines probably 
are canals, Dr. Richardson said. 
But they are different from the 
long, 
straight 
lines 
heretofore 
seen by astronomers. The straight 
lines also have been called canals 
but they are a matter of much 
speculation. They appear during 
the Martian spring and fade out 
before autumn. They can be seen 
only occasionally and never have 
been photographed clearly. 
Another difference noted by Dr. 
Richardson was that the desert 
canals were “distinctly blue” and 
looked something like veins run­ 
ning through a chunk of mineral. 
Other observers 
have 
described 
the better known straight lines as 
merely dark or gray.

Haiti Gets 
New Leader 
After Crisis 


Legislature Picks 
Sylvain, Defying 
Constitution Point 


PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti rn - 
Haiti finally has a hew provisonal 
president after a five-day crisis. 
The Legislature picked Franck 
Sylvain, lawyer and presidential 
candidate, in defiance of consti­ 
tutional requirements. 
Sylvain, an authority on con­ 
stitutional law, succeeds Joseph 
Nemours Pierre-Louis. 
He was 
forced out Sunday by the current 
popular 
procedure 
of 
ousting 
presidents by means of a general 
strike. 
Pierre-Louis’ predecessor, Gen. 
Paul Magloire, 
fled into exile 
after the same treatment in De­ 
cember. Pierre-Louis, however, is 
expected to remain in the country. 
The constitution says the senior 
justice of the Supreme Court shall 
be installed as president when the 
office is vacated. But senators 
and deputies called this clause 
“obsolete and incompatible in the 
present political crisis.” 
Both houses voted to ignore the 
constitutional 
provision. 
T h e n 
they met jointly and picked Syl­ 
vain by a 23-16 vote. He once was 
a judge of a lower court but was 
dismissed by Magliore after nil 
ing 
against one of Magloire’s 
partners in a hotel venture. 
Sylvain withdrew from the pres­ 
idential election race to take the 
provisional post. The date for the 
balloting has not been set, but it 
is expected in the spring.

Roy Tasco Davis had threatened 
that U.S. support for Haiti would 
be withdrawn if the constitution 
were flouted. 
There was no violence in Port- 
au-Prince, but the important tour­ 
ist industry was reeling. As a re­ 
sult of the general strike, which 
interrupted plane traffic, and re­ 
ports of the unsettled situation, 
cancellations cf reservations were 
increasing. Hotels were laying off 
hundreds of employes.
